PUGET SOUND MAIL SERVICE. 

The mail service between Viotoria and 
Port Townseud contiuncs very uusatis- 
faotory, and is suscoptiblo of great im- 
provement. Wo find no fault with the 
Bteamer-the Isabel -that carries the mail 
across the stormy straits on tbo scoro ol 
seawortbin ss. She is perfectly sound, 
and in all respects save oho is a desir- 
able boat for the service. The objection 
is that she is very slow. Leaving Port 
Townsend at an early hour in the after- 
noon., she seldom roaches this port before 
dark.' Thofew travelers who come across 
in her are inconvenienced by the un- 
necessary deh.y, and many are deterred 
from making the trip at all - stopping 
ehort at Seattle and returning lo Port- 
land. Bnsinosa men in this city .iro fre- 
quently seriously embarrassed and suffer 
loss through receiving letters from abroad 
at too late an honr to be answered by the 
outgoing mail the next morning-winch 
closes tbe evening before to accommo- 
date the steamer, which loaves tho wharf 
at the unreasonably early hour of 6 o elk 
on the morning after arrival here. Then 
there occur delays and vexatious from the 
nondelivery of freight before the steamer 
has sailed, and other irregularities conse- 
quent upon the hurly-burly manner in 
which bus.ness has to be transacted. A 
Sound paper, recognizing the evil of the 
present system, makes a funny sugges 
tion. It proposes to place tho steamer 
North Pi^ido on the route to Vic- 

toria, and the steamer Isabol on tho East 
Coast route in place of the Canboo-l ly. 
The resumption of trips by the North 
Pacific) would be very welcome. It is the 
one thing necessary to remove all canst- 
of cnmplaint ngaiust the Starr Line. But 
the Isabel would not answor the growing 
requirements of tho East Coast trade 
She is too slow for the Sound service, and 
she would nevor do for tho East Coast, 
where a staunch, fast and easily Handled 
steamer is required to perform the ser- 
vice satisfactorily. We hope that Captain 
Starr will decido to place his maguihoout 
North Pacific on the route bt-foro tne 
New Year, and thus out au end to a statu 
of things that has become well nigh in- 
tolerable to the people of this Province. 

PROVINCIAL COAL AND THE P.M.S. 
CO.'S STEAMERS, 

Why have the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Ootnpaay discontinued the purobase of 
Provincial coal for their steamers? Since 
tho loss of tho Constitution nono of their 
boats have been loaded at Nunaimo. Seat- 
tle.which produces a very inferior article, 
has secure d the Company's trade in spite 
of tho fact that the coal of Nanaimo is tho 
best that can be obtaiued on the coast. 
Are tho Company afraid of the Provincial 
article ? Do they attiibnte the burning of 
the Constitution to tho presence in her 
bunkers of Nanaimo coal ? Certain tout- 
ers on Puget Sound have made the moat 
of tho Constitution disastor to furnish the 
Company with an excuso for declining to 
patronize British Columbia, when it has 
been proved be.yond the shadow of a doubt 
that the coal that took fire had remained 
many months in tho bunkers, while the 
vessel lay at Sa:. Francisco. Which coal 
it was that spontaneously combusted wo 
do not know; but there is no reason to sup- 
pose that it came from British Columbia, 
while we eutertain a very strong suspicion 
thut it was of Seattlo produce. Be that 
as it may, it is known that an attempt is 
being made by slandoring Nanaimo coul 
to divert the Mail Company's trade on 
tirely to Puget Sound. Nor is it intend- 
ed that Sea't.le shall enjoy tho increasod 
busiiu-ss for any length of time, as Ta- 
coma will bid high for it, as soon as 
the Puyalliip colliery shall be ready to 
make shipments. We have a very high 
opinion of the Pacific Mail Steumsuip 
Cumpuny and have had occasion to rebuke 
some very inconsiderate attacks. that were 
made upon them and theirboats They have 
replaced the most miserable line of steam 
ers thut ever run in uny waters with ably 
otlicered vesse ls of tho very be-t class; but 
the company is liberally subsidized by 
the Dominion, and in withdrawing their 
custom from the Province without giving 
Vulid reasons therefor, they are not noting 
in that upiiit of reciprocity which we may 
venture to say the Province bus a right to 
expect at their hands. 

NEW CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 



Two amendments of tho Constitution of 
the United SlateB are to be proposed 
dui iug tho present session of Congress. 
The most impoi tunt of these, and one 
which will doubtless find a largo support 
in Congress, is intended to alter the pre- 
sent modo of electing Presidents aud 
Vice-Presidents of the United States. It 
proposes that the Presidont and Vice-Pre- 
sident shall ho elected by a direct voto of 
tho people of the several States; that 
olectors in each State shall have the same 
qualifications as electors of tho most nu- 
merous branch of tho Stato Legislature, 
and that if two or more persons shall each 
recrivo an equal and the greatest number 
of votes for Proi-ident, then tho Houso of 
Representatives shall from such persons 
immediately choose tho President. It 
further proposes that tho election shall 
be bold at the time now provided by law 
for choosing the Presidential electors; 
that tho returns bo canvassod at tho tirno 
and in the manner now provided, and that 
tho two houses of Congress shall Lo tho 
judges, each liou.so voting separately; and 
in case of a disagreement of tho two 
houses, then tho matter shall go to the 
Supremo Court for final decision. The 
other proposed constitutional amendment 
is understood to bo to prevent tho Chinese 
or their descendants from becoming vo- 
ters, although its object is not apparent 
on a first reading. It is worded thus: "All 
that part of tho Fifteouth Amonninent to 
ti e Constitution of tbo United States, 
wbioh provides that 'tho right of oitiaeuu 



of the United States to vote shall not bo 
deniod or abridged by tho U\iited States, 
or by auy Stato on account of race or col- 
or, or previous condition,' shall only ap- 
ply or oxtend to comprehend or include 
personB who were citizens of the United 
States, on tbo 30th of Match, 1870, when 
said amendment was adopted, aud their 
issue."

Editor Colonist:— In yonr daily issue 
of the 16th inst., a letter appears from a 
Nannirno correspondent whoso ?fot« de 
jiiume is "Oil Nut." The letter deals 
for tho most part, \f not entirely, with the 
good order and well being of tho Nanai- 
mo gaol and although "Oil Nut's" re- 
marks are considered simply a tissue of 
contradictions and untruths by the fow 
whose corns they pinch, yet it must he 
Admitted by tho mass of public opinion 
here that hia statement of affairs is hut 
too true. The Nanaimo gaol is a Provin- 
cial institution, tho head and front of 
Wliiob aro the people ot B.C.; and if tho 
peoplo have not tho right to speak as re- 
gards tho wholoaome or unwholesome 
workings of such establishments, regard- 
less of the snarls and grunts of their sub 
ordiuated paid public sorvunts, thou let 
the popular pen (which ia mightier than 
tho sword) be laid down, a stopper be 
placed ou the tongue of tho public potn 
toe-trap, and lot us for over after hold 
our peace. 

Tho V.P's— the Victoria contingent — 
the six vagabond Pasha's — have, I really 
believo since their arrival here b en tho 
cunso of tho introduction of a system of 
cleanliness in the jail, which hero oforj 
had been perfectly foreign to that institu- 
tion, possibly ascribiblo to the few rooms 
the gaoler had to stow away about an 
avorugo of '20 male prisoners, and an ver- 
agoof i females of tho bucket brig ido;lmt 
now that increasod facilities liavo buen 
provided for the lockup it is hoped a new 
state of affairs will bo inaugurated. In 
fact, it does not take a very close ohsor- 
vor to discover a healthy actiou at present 
cropping out, such as digging a reservior 
in tho prison-yard that will hold several 
thousand gallons of water. The yaid is 
being nicely graded, rough bedsteai's are 
to bo placed in tho cell* for- prisoners in 
placo of their lying on the floor, nice pil- 
low« are provided for tho boys manufac- 
tured out of gunny sacks stuffed with 
shavings, to rest their weary heads upon. 
A dining table is under construction, and 
when completed the prisoners will re ceive 
threo lessons per pay; on tahlo etiquette. 
Tho wnshouse is to bo furnished with six 
wash-tubs, a wringing machine and four 
Irish pianos, upon which the bucket 
brigade will discourse some elo- 
quent music Two thirds of the gang 
are to bo kept within the inner walls 
sinking roservoirs. Sea., where theyougiit 
to he, in place of ruuning in competition 
with free labor, as "Oil Nut" puts it. 

Now, it is strange, passing strange, that 
O. N. should take such pains to particu- 
larize matters connected with the j lil, nnd 
completely overlook tho court-house, tho 
old haru as it is called. To look at it 
from without is to think of Longfellow 
and quote, "If from tho outside wo can 
judge tho inner, there stands a hopeless 
rrprobate, a hardened sinner.'! The court- 
house on the outside looks liko a forlorn 
hopo. The windows in front are truck 
with dirt. They never have been cleaued 
since the consummation of Confederation. 
They aro, for venlilatiug purposes, let 
down a foot, on tho top of which the 
crows or turkey buzzards of the city roost, 
depositing their alvine discharges "on the 
sills h"ueath thorn, where they yet remain. 
I may simply say tho inside comes very 
near being a photograph of tho outside 
(this cannot be denied) , but on the receipt 
of this letter hero next Tuesday (which 
you will please publish) tho gaug will bo 
set to work on tho court-house, tome 
shoveling and carrying away the excre- 
montul deposits of the crows or turkey 
buzzards from off the window-sills, while 
all the rost are hobbling around liko cork 
flounders in a dead eddy making things 
look pretty. 

In one of your last issues you say that 
"Oil Nut" was raked fore and aft for his 
jail letter, ami iu that rakiug I must say 
the Free Press woko up tho wrong passen- 
ger aud his little grape and small can his- 
ter wore raking tho wrong craft. I can 
also certify to the fact that his Lilipntian 
bombs of low personalities and palpable 
fallacies passed by the supposed "Oil 
Nut" us tho idle wind which no man re- 
spects.

The Queensland Gold Fields, 

The Palmer — The reofs in the neigh- 
borhood of May town are rising again, we 
hear, iu public estimation, and many who 
leftfot'thu Hodgkinson have regretted 
their ha^ty stop*, aud have returned to 
work tho reefs in this district. Many- 
reefs formerly abandoned aro again being 
worked, and with payable results, A re- 
port has been received (observes tho 
Queennlander) at the Mines Office, from 
Mr. Warden Hill, of BverstoKH, who 
states that during tho month of Juno last 
2,100 Chinese landed at Cooktown, and ho 
took overy precaution to see an htr as 
practicable that all Chinese passing on to 
the diggings paid for their licenses, but 
up to the cud of (he month he had only 
been able to catch 877. H» says it mat 
ters not whether he camps thirty miles on 
tho road or kot-ps watob day ami night at 
the crossing, the Chinese are getting so 
knowing that directly ho gels" tho first 
mob they send express messengers back 
in the night, ten and oven twenty miles, 
and get old chums to osoert their newiy- 
arrived countrymon through tho bush, 
and thus avoid paying the licenses. Mr. 
Hill made two patrols during tho month 
— ouo to tho Eighthand Blanch and Gum 
Creek, aud the other to tho Normanby 
and its tributaiies. no found only a few 
who had notlioensos. The Normanby reofs 
he finds are not quite so bad as 
ho reported recently by telegram, but the 
better prospoct, ho attributes principally 
to tbe fact that tho machine owners, the 
MessiB. Rigby, have made up their minds 
to keep the maehino there. It is hoped 
that the Noi'manb) district will Boon i-ltow 
a further improvement. Mr. Hill's collec- 
tions for six months ondiug Juno amount- 
ed to 2,590/., but it cannot he expected 
that tho current half-year will rer'.iso 
nearly half that amount. Mr. Hill says 
petty thefts on his pait of tho diggings 
are rare, and tho health of tho population 
is good.

A TREMENDOUS BLOW.

Tho London "Daily News," of Oct. 
1G, gives the following details of the 
ravages of the terrible storm which 
struck England on the night of the 
14th:- 

Afc Windsor, a strong northwesterly 
gale, amounting occasionally almost te 
a hurricano, swept over the castlo and 
town early on Sunday morning. Dur- 
ing tho gale the "up" distant signal ut 
Hayes' Mill, on tha Great Western 
railway, near Slough, was blown down. 
Tho huge apparatus fell across both 
lines, aud, as tho signals were both 
destroyod, the down goods train dash- 
ed into the obstruction, carrying it for 
some distance; the driver was greatly 
alarmed at the collision, and tho train 
was speedily stopped. The signal in 
falling destroyed the telegraph com- 
munications up and down the railway. 
At the carup aud town of Aldershot 
considerable damage was done to 
bnildiugs and largo trees. Chimney 
pots aad trees were freely blown down 
and streot passengers bad narrow es- 
capes. A very heavy gale from the 
southwest passed over Brighton. 

The wind, which began to rise late 
on Sunday night, increased in violonce 
until between 2 and 3 o'clock, wheu it 
blew with hurricano force. The sea 
was very rough, aud rain fell heavily. 
The gale was felt very severely at 
Portsmouth and in tbo neighborhood 
No shipping casualties are reported, 
but about seven feet of the spire of the 
new Wesleyan church iu course of 
erection in Waverly road, Southsea, 
was carried away. Duriug the heavy 
gales which prevailed at Plymouth 
considerable damage was done to tho 
shipping. Two fatal casos are report- 
ed. Tho bark It. H. Jones, of New- 
port, is believed to have attempted to 
anchor outside the breakwater, but 
was driven over, and s ink below the 
low water chain cables across tho 
breakwater. All hands wore drowned. 
A body, bolioved to bo that of a Cap- 
tain J. Roberts, has been picked up. 
A Spanish schooner was driven ashore 
in Bigbary Bay. Tho captain was 
drowned, but the mate and six other 
mou were saved. 

Devouport dockyard sufl'ored severely, 
the point establishments being unroofed 
and portions of the premises thomselves 
being can ied away. From Portland wo 
learn that a French fishing-boat, tho 
Jeanno Alico Isigny, was washed ashore 
there bottom upward yesterday. During 
•tho wliolo of tho previous night a fierce 
Ivosterly galo raged, and caused much 
damage to tho large flt-ot of fishing-boats 
pn the beach. Several wero blown a con- 
siderable way and stove in. A portion of 
(tho roof of tho railway station wus also 
blown away. At Crewkerno, Somerset, 
whero the £ulo seems to have spent its 
fury in full force, a serious calamity oc 
curred by tho fall of a large chimney- 
stack, which crashed across tho roof of a 
cottage ooe(i|jied by five people, and killed 
four of them on tho spot, 

A tremondous storm of wind visited 
Yeovil. Tho town clock has been smash- 
ed, aud tho roads in all directions are 
blocked by trees. Tho Teigntnouth life- 
boat Ceriua, belonging to tho National 
Lifeboat Institution, was called out on 
Sunday evening to the assistance of some 
fishing boats which had been overtaken by 
a vory heavy sea, and were unable to cross 
the bar and obtain the shelter of tho hur- 
bor, tho wind blowing vory strongly at 
tho time from tho southwest, Fortuna- 
tely, tho lifeboat was enabled to bring the 
endangered fishermen, tpn in number, 
w'~"" ariuiely ashore. A hurricano has boon 
y blowing at Bridgowator sinco Sunday 
•* night. Tho mail train, due at 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning, did not arrivo until 4 
o'clock, tho engine having been comple- 
tely cntanglod in a lot of telegraph wires. 

A tremendous "torm raged at Exeter 
during tho night. The Postmistress of 
Penuoo was killed by a ohimuoy pot fall- 
ing on hor whilst in bed, and, several 
houses were crushed by falling trees. 
Telegraphic communication has been con- 
siderably interrupted aud tho mails delay- 
od. A tremendous hurricane br-iko over 
Bristol about 9 o'clock on Sunday night, 
oud oontinued with increasing fury 
throughout the night, subsiding yes- 
terday morning. Several chimney stacks 
wore hltnyn down, roofs and windows 
wore blown in, and many marvelous es- 
capes aro reported ; but no lives havo been 
lost nor serious injurios incurred. The 
total damage must reach uoveral thousands 
of pounds. 



A galo of unprecedented fury swept 
over Bath on Sunday night, preceded by 
a day of unusual brilliancy and warmth. 
It sprang up at 11 o'clock, and increased 
in violence till half an hour past midnight 
after which time it gradually subsided. 
Great destruction to property has been 
occasioned. It is said "the violence of 
t!so wind was such that scarcely a soul in 
tho city remained asleep. Tim police and 
others in tho streets had to hold on to rail- 
ings." Tiles and chimney-pots were 
blown about in large numbers, making it 
dangerous to bo in tho thoroughfares. 
Tho coopings of several houses were 
blown down, aud numerous wolli were 
levelled to the ground. No serious injury 
or loss of lifo is reported. 

Tho midnight mail from Bristol to Lon- 
don encountered tho full force of tho hur- 
ricane, and narrowly escapod running 
into a signal post and a tree which had 
been blows across tho line just below 
Bath. It arrived in Bath two hours late. 
At Burnham (Somerset) a stoamboat bo- 
longing to tho Great Western Railway 
Company nnd three other vessels, named 
rospectivoly Moderator, Mary Emma and 
Alexandra, wero all driven ashore on the 
beach during the morning's gale, nnd the 
last named vessel, ludon with bricks, had 
subsequently to bo abandoned by her 
orow. In Horofordshiro not loss than ton 
thousand fruit-hearing applo trees wero 
uprooted, thousands of elm and other 
trees destroyed, and in exposed positions 
thero has boon shocking destruction in 
the brick yards, hay, wheat, and fodder 
stacks being overturned.

Her Majesty 
(including, of course, the civil list, sal- 
aries aud expenses of tho royal hou-ehold, 
etc.) receives .£400,709 19s. 6d., the 
Priuco of Wales £40,000, tho Dulie of 
Edinburgh £20,000, the Duke of Con- 
naught and Prince Leopold each £15 000, 
the Princess of Wales £10,000, tho Dnko 
of Cambridge £12.000, tho Crown Princess 
of Prussia, £8,000, tho Princess Alice, 
Princes Helena, Princess Louiao and the 
Duchess of Cambridge enoh £6,000, the 
Princess Mary of Teck £5, 000, the Princess 
Augusta, Ducliess of Mtcklenburg-Stre- 
litz, £3,000. Turning to the diplomatic 
oensions we find that Lord Stratford de 
Redoliffe enjoys an allowance of £1,786; 
Lord Cowley ami Lord Napier each £1, 
700; Sir- George Hamilton Seymour and 
Sir Jainos Hudson each £1,300; while 
oight or ten other gentlemen are reward- 
ed at about half that figure. Tho chief 
pensioners for their own sorvices are the 
following: Lord Chancellors, each at 
£5,000— Lord Chelmsford, Lord Hatherly 
and Lord Selborne; Sir William Eirle, 
£3,750; and Sir Samuel Martin, Sir John 
Byles, Sir Henry Keating, Lord Penzance 
anil Sir Richard Kindersiey oach figure 
at £3,500. Lord Eversley, as ex-Speaker 
of tho Houso of Commons, is down for u 
pension of £4.000; while three ox-Cabinet 
Ministers— Sir George Grey, Spencer 
Walpole and Thomas Milner Gibson — 
havo each £2,000. The Lord Chancellor 
receives £10,000 a year.
